Peking in numeral code (Dec. 22) asserted that "progressive circles" in India opposed 
the Indian peace resolution adopted by the U.N. General Assembly, and Peking said 
(Deo. 28) that the SWADHINATA and NAIA ZAMANA of India had demanded punishment of 
the American gangsters who engineered the Indian resolution to pave the way for 
the Pangam massacre. However, "progressive circles" praised the peace recommenda- 
tions made by Kitohlew at Vienna, Peking said (Deo. 27). 

5. (2b) Tax Collections : 

Sian reported (Dec. 25) that Northwest deputy chairman lb Ming-fang had accused 
tradesmen of evading taxes, demanded that State enterprises pay their taxes on time, 
and urged firmness "but not coercion" in collecting farm production taxes, which 
were slow to come in. 

6. (2o) Trade and Production: 

Peking announced in numeral code (Deo. 22) that Chou En-lai had oalled for stronger 
enforcement of regulations to stop the spread of asphalt poisoning, whioh was 
becoming serious. 

Sian reported (Deo. 26) that the Northwest government had ordered adjustments In 
State trading companies ' prioea on sugar, matohes, shots, cigarettes, and soap to 
allow a greater spread between wholesale and retail prioes. Mukden said (Deo. 26) 
that the Northeast government had ordered a five percent reduction on prioes during 
the holidays, "sxospt on food." 

Psklair reported In numeral cods (Deo. 26) that the Construction Materials 
Administration had boon charged with overspending in certain fields. Corrections 
were mads by elimination of one-third of the enterprises and concentration on 
cement and electronics. 

7. (3a) ifoves Toward Rusalanlzatlom 

Faking announced In numeral oode (Dae. 24) that the new Ministry of Higher Education 
aobillstd otdrts with a knowladgt of Ruailtn H tnd a alalia? baotoroimd" to 
translate Soviet books for higher Institutions. Sian reportad (Deo. 24 ) that the 
Shensi party committee was giving indoctrination courses to teachers. 

Shanghai itatad (Deo. 26) that the Anhicl party aommlttae had organlaad discussion 
groups to promote, among other things, a higher ideological level $mag oadree, 
batter Party^publio relationships, and a better handling of letters from Informers. 
Kunming said (Deo. 27) that local factories and mines had admitted 3,000 workers 
and darks to Party membership because they "enthusiastically prone tad production 
end other drives." 

Peking announced in numeral coda (Deo. 24) that the China Demooratio League ha d 
reorganised its KUANOBUNO JXH PA0, which would aot "as a thinking guide for the 
Nation's commercial and industrial oiroles." The TA RUNG PAO of and 

the CHIN FU JIH PAO of Tientsin were amalgamated and would oarry a -supplement on 
cooperatives. Peking announced (Deo. 27) that TASS had handed over its Epoch 
Publishing House In Shanghai to the Chinese Government. 
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8. (3a) Judicial Changes j 

Peking- stated in numeral code (Deo. 25) that 95 percent of North China Judicial 
cadres had undergone reform, and drives now were under way to mobilize the masses 
to hear "improperly adjudicated cases." Many incompetent oadres were "reassigned," 
and others "favorable to the masses" Installed in their places. Tillage and 
street "mediation offices" also had been organized. 

Shanghai reported (Deo. 26) that 20 percent of the population of southern 
Kiengsu had taken part In puhlio hearings on accumulated court eases. In Foochow 
100,000 psople wsrs mobilized to Judge 2,000 oases in 30 days. 

9* (3a) National Construction! 

Peking in numeral code (Deo. 27) quoted Li Chi-ahen as telling the People's Political 
Council on Deo. 24 that to promote the Nation's construction program it was 
"meesisry' to transfer power to the people," and Implement a system of people's 
assemblies, as ths American refusal to agree to a truoe In Korea made it necessary 
to "avat a new situation" and provids for the "needs of national defense, aa wen 
as cultural construction." 

Peking announced (Dee. 27) that a new Ministry of Higher Zduoation was inaugurated 
Deo* 25, as a necessity for eqphaslsing technical training found ths old system 
unable to provide needed personnel for basio construction, Peking in numeral code 
(Deo* 28) stated that "in line with ths polioy of ths right man for ths right job," 

49 Peking technicians had been reassigned. Wuhan reported (Dec. 27) that the 
Central end South Government had ordered the registration of all personnel in 
preparation for assignments to national oonstruotlon. 

Shanghai announced (Deo. 28) that winter surveying was being done in preparation 
for eaployisg half a million workers on ths Huai River projsot next year. Wuhan 
stated (Deo. 27) that the Ohangohow Railway Administration had bean reorganised 
to imolude seetlcns for basio oonstruotlon and promotion of progressiva experiences. 

Sian announced (Deo, 23) that the Ninghsle Oonstruotlon Company had bean 
reorganised, with aliases being held to isprove workers' teohnloal, oultural, and 
political Standards. Sian said (Deo. 26) that Tsinghal basio oonstruotlon 
oospinlaa would spend twioe as nioh next year and aaploy four times as many workers. 

10. (3s) Agvioultural Remolding! 

Shanghai reported (Deo. 23) that last China farm loans lnoreased 400 perosnt last 
year. Wuhan said (Deo. 23) that 400 modem plows had been distributed to farmers 
of Leyang Spools! Diatriot, Honan, who wsrs being taught to use this new 7-inch 
plow. 

Poking said in numeral oode (Dso. 28) that People's Liberation Array units in Tibet 
had developed 35,000 aou of land and built 150 li of irrigation dltohes, greatly 
increasing ths enthusiasm of Tibetan farmers. 

U* (4) American-Allied Dissension! 

Peking reported (Deo. 26) that Britain, Franoe, Norway, Sweden, Holland, Italy, and 
othdr Western nations had protested the MbCarran Immigration Aot, which violated 
the rights of seamen, despite international navigation agreements. Peking added 
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(Dec* 27) that anti-American sentiment was growing in Germany, France, and other 
European countries because of American encroachments on their independence* 

Peking reported (Dee* 27) that visitors to the Vienna Peace Conference contrasted 
the attractive appearance . of Warsaw with the dilapidated condition of Vienna, 
which was liberated at about the same time but had been largely under American 
domination* Signs reading "Stop the Korean War," or "Americans Get Out," 
demonstrated Viennese hatred of Americans* 
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SUMMARY 

Hailing the success of SSF Month, Peking’ suggests that it be made a regular 
occasion, but also points out that the importance of emulating the Russians and 
of China* s debt to the USSR must be hammered home steadily through normal 
propaganda efforts, Meetings are held to "pay homage" to Stalin on his birthday, 
and the Reston interview brings forth comment that "Stalin's voice" Inspires the 
entire world. The first train produced under Russian direction at. Dairen has been 
named the "peace train,” while the extent of Russian technical guidance is 
illustrated by a report of Russian techniques "designed for construction in the 
Northeast*" 

Moves to ' push study of the Russian language and reading of Russian publications 
continue, and the entire system of higher education has been reorganized to expand 
technical training for national construction. A direct propaganda drive also is 
planned to meet the needs of the military and basic construction, masked behind talk 
of "transferring power to the people," and of facing a new situation" through 
American refusal to make peace in Korea, indicating that ambitious economic plans 
for 1953, combined with the Korean war, will demand even heavier sacrifices from 
the Chinese people. The drive to substitute police committees and controlled mobs 
for judicial procedures continues. 

Difficulties in collecting taxes are revealed in 'the Northwest, especially farm 
taxes. Complaints and dissatisfaction among farmers may have prompted the 
farcical contrast of prosperous Soviet farmers with the harassed and bankrupt 
American farmers, who made only enough last year to pay taxes and buy equipment# 

Propaganda on Anglo-American dissension branches out into claims of growing anti- 
American sentiment in Western Europe and even in Vienna, with America blamed for 
that city*s ills. The Indian U*N. resolution for a Korean truce is represented 
as being unpopular in India, where papers demand that the Americans who engineered 
the resolution be punished. 
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
